OBSERVATIONS: 


On January 28", 2014 at approximately 1410 hours, while on routine bicycle 
patrol my partners, (Officer Trujillo # 136), (Officer Ramirez # 139) and I, 
(Officer Anderson # 127) were conducting a business check / contact at the 
“Mobil” gas station, located at 5876 Sunset Boulevard. Upon entering the 
business, my partner, Officer Ramirez noticed a female Asian adult (Later 
identified as Patag, Sharonrose Dailo DOB: 01/24/1972) inside the business, 
standing near the cashier, shaking her fist and shouting inaudible subject 
matter at the business’s cashier, Lubia Tirado. Officer Ramirez further heard 
Tirado advising Patag to leave the business premises several times. Patag 
refused and continued shouting at Tirado. Tirado requested Officer Ramirez to 
give Patag a trespass advisement and tell her to leave the business premises. 
Officer Ramirez advised Patag several times to leave the business premises 
and not to return for twenty-four hours or she would be subject to arrest for 
trespassing. Patag reluctantly exited the front entrance of the business. I, 
Officer Anderson was standing just outside the front entrance when I observed 
Patag exit the front entrance, continuing to shout inaudible subject matter. I 
then observed Patag re-enter the business. I followed Patag inside where 
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Officer Ramirez gave Patag a final trespass notice. Patag exited the business 
once again and proceeded off the business premises to the public bus bench, 
located directly in front of the business where Patag sat down for 
approximately two minutes. Patag left the bus bench, proceeded back onto 
the Mobil gas station business premises and re-entered the store. Officer 
Ramirez and I made contact with Patag and took her into custody for 
trespassing. 


ARREST:
